EVRYTYVIIL. King of Ezeland, did, in his time, cauſe a Medal to be 
[tampt with a Hand itretch'd out of a Cloud, holding a Balance in equal 
poiſe, whereof both the Scales repreſented Spaiz and France, with this Motto, 
Cut aahereo preeftl, My Alliance weighs it down. It ſeems that Prince well knew 
his own Might ; whereas now Engl/enud may be compared to an Ox, who being 
inſenſible of his own ſtrength, quietly ſubmits himſelf to the Yoke. Evident it 
15, That Ez2/and has many Advantages beyond other Kingdoms, but eſpecially 
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this, that being an Iſland, it can eaſily ſecure it ſelf againſt any Foreign Force ; 
they that intend an Invaſion againſt ir, muſt be obhged to croſs the Seas, and 
ſtrug ,le with the Winds and Waves, and all the hazards and dangers of that un- 
{table Elemesr, beſides a very potent Fleet, which alone is ſufficient to deter 
their hardieſt Pnemy,from any ſuch Detign. Now this being ſo, *tis manifeſt thar 
the King of Eng/axd ( having Peace and a firidt Alliance with Hol/ayd) can 
ov-r-balance the Party he deſigns againſt. 

This is a Truth, Fraxce is ſo fully convinc'd of, that notwithſtanding the great 
Antipathy there is between both Nations, he has hitherts ſpar'd nothing, and is 
fill turning every ſtone, to take off Exg/axd from its true Intereſt, and to engage 
it on his ſide, or at leaſt —_ It to ſtand Neuter, and to be an idle, uncon- 
cern'd Spectator of the horrid Tragedy the Freach King aQts upon the Theatre 
of Europe, becauſe he well knows that Exgland 1s better able to prevent it, and 
ſpoil his Sport, than any other State or Kingdom whatſoever, and reſcue Europe 
Gow the Univerſal Slavery he- prepares for it. 

Would the Kzng of Enyland only be pleaſed to open his Eyes, faſt cloſed with 
the enchanted ſlumbers of the Frexch Dalilahyto take a view of his own Strength 
and true laterelt,he ſhould loon find himſelf making another Figure amongſt the 
Princes of Exrope, tian of late Years he hath done, and with eaſe mount that 
high degree of Power and Glory, of being the profelt Umpire of the Univerie, 
the Sovereign Mediator and Decider of Controverkes, and the Giver of Peace to 
all Europe, which France, 1n a vain Bravado, pretends to, when indeed he is the 
folg Troubler of 1t. | 

To arrive at this tran{cendeat pitch of Grandeur and Authority, two things 
only ( which the King of Exg/and may do when he pleaſes) are requifite. The 
firit is, That his Majeſty do comport himſelf ſo, as to engage the Love of his 
People, and keep a right Underitauding between him and his Parliament. And 
the ſecond, That he enter into a ſtrict Alliance with Holand, living 1n fincere 
Amity, perfect Union, and good Correſpondence with them, in order to their 
common Defence and Security The former of theſe 1s very caſte, and the King 
wal do it, as ſoon as he ſhall reſolve to defire nothing of his Parliament, but what 
iS agreeable with the Law's of the Realm, which by his Coronation Oath he 1s ob- 
liged to oblerve and maintain; and the latter will be toend to be of abſolute ne- 
ceſſity, as ſoon as the King of Exg/and ſhall pleaſe to ſtop his Ears to the falſe 
Suggeſtions of Frazce, and ſtifle thoſe Jealoulies and Relentments which his 
Emigaries daily buzze Mto his Head; there being nothing, to fear for Ergland 
from the States, whole defire 1s not to enlarge their Dominions (as France do's) 
by invading thoſe of their Neighbors, but only to keep what God has given 
them, and to maintain their SubjeQs jn the Liberty they now enjoy. | 
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This France ſo well knows, that he leaves no Stone unturn'd to prevent it, and 
continually ſends forth ſome crafty turbulent Spirits, to ſowe the Seeds of Divi. 
ſion and Miſunderſtanding between the K;zg and his Par/iament. Thus the Spi- 
rit of France was at work, to exaſperate the Ep:/copal Party againſt the Pre5byre- 
r14ans, and again the Presbyterians,and other Nonconformiſts againſt them,making 
them believe that the Bybops favoured Popery, and would not fail to prove Turn- 
coats, as {oon as a favourable Opportunity ſhould be offer'd them, and that the = 
King did incline the ſame way, witha thouſand like I which ſo ſet the 
Pcople againſt rhe K;zg, and filled the Parliament with ſuch Jealouſies, that they 
often granted his then Majeſty but very little of what he demanded, and pave 
him ſo much work at Home, that he had no leiſure to confider what was done 
Abroad. It was France that firſt kindled the Civil Wars in the time of Charles I. 
which coſt Eng/and ſo much Blood, the Frexch Ambafſador that was then at that 
Court, boaſting at his Return from thence, T hat he had kindled a Fire in England, 
which ſhould not be quenched of a long time, and that the Engliſh for 20 Tears to 
come,would not be in a condition to claim any thing of France. 

To the kindling of this Unhappy Flame, one Father Joſeph, a Capachize Fryar, 
did much contribute under-hand, by means of the Pep:fs, eſpecially thoſe that 
were in the Parliament's Army. But now ſince the King of Erglard has thought 
good to change his Religion, Frazce alſo has alter'd his Battery, and turn'd all his 
great Guns againſt the Church of England, and fo far are the minds of Men irrita- 
ted againſt one another, that his Br/ziſh Majefty will not, this good while, be 
in a condition to look any where elſe but at Home, where he is like to meet with 
ſo many Croſlings and Thwartings of the Deſigns he 1s carrying on, that he will 
find it a hard matter to break through them, and accompliſh the thing he aims at, 
and ſo zcalouſly affets. And whiPſ theſe Heart-burnings continue berween the 
King and his People, lie will be forced continually to be upon his Guard, and to 
keep his Forces about him, and caft about his Thoughts how to raiſe a Fund to 
maintain them, and thereby give an opportunity to Fraxce to poſiels himlelf of 
the Low-Countries, and of Spain too, incaſe that King ſhould chance todye, which 
happy hour, Fraxce, with a great deal of Impatience, looks tor. 

As for the ſecond point, v/z. a League with the United Privinces, anda right 
underſtanding and good Correſpondence between thoſe two Governments, to op- 
poſe all Powers that would invade and trouble the Peace of Chriſtendom, it 3s 
certain that the States for their parts would moſt gladly embrace the Propoſal, if 
they ſaw any likelihood of engaging therein with ſafety, and being ſeconded up« 
on occaſion ; of which indeed there is but little probability as long as a#airs ſhall 
continue, in the condition wherein they are at preſent. This indeed is the thing, 
which of all others Frazce, would be very w_ toſee, becauſe the hearty Union 
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of theſe two Governments, would in all probability put a ſtop to the Frexch 
Kings undertakings,overturn all his deſigns, and put him into an utter incapacity 
of attempting any thing againſt the Peace of Nimeguen,or theTruce with theEm- 
peror. But Fraxce carries a watchful eye to prevent this Capital inconvenience, 
and that by an aſiduons fomenting and cherithing feuds and animolities between 
thole two Nations, and improving every occurrence to this purpoſe : of which 
we haye a freſh inſtance in the bufineſs of Bantaw , which had been Jong ago 
made up, but that Frence (who finds it beft fiſhing in troubled waters) thinks 
it more for his Intereſt,that it ſhould remain undertermin'd ; which is the very 
_ reaſon why it was-never made an end of, but kept as a reſerve for a quarrel upon 
occaſion. That there can be nothing ſo evidently deſtruttive of the French De- 
ligns as this Union between Erg/and and Holland 1s very apparent ; England can 
when it pleaſes overturn the projets of France againſt the Spaniſh Nether lands: 
neither could that King ever have taken Luxembarg, if the late Kzng of England 
had had the leaſt inclination to oppole him in rhat attempt, but the French King 
ſo well knew to take him by the blind fide, that he did nor perceive the miſchiet, 
till the City was taken. It was a Capital-Error for Ezgl«nd to part with Durkiyt ; 
a place that open'd a paſlage for them to Fraxce and the Low Comntrics ; bur it 
would make the matter much worſe, it all thoſe Conntries ſhould be fain to 1tub- 
mit to the Tyranny of Lewis the Great, and he by this means ſhould join Newport 
and oftend to Dunkirk ; tor then would Flaſhing follow by Conſequence, and that 
King be put into a condition to diſpute the Soveraignty of the Sea with his Br:- 
tifh Majeſty, and deſtroy the Navigation and Commerce of this flouriſhing King- 
dom. Having got thus far, he would proceed to an entire conquett of the Varrea 
Provinces, which point being once gain'd by him, England would have but little 
realon to ilatter it ſelf with the hopes of a better Lot. Renowned Queen E1:zabert 
of happy Memory, was ſo ſenſible of what is here alledged, that ſhe told M-»ficus 
de Sully, the French Kings Ambaſſadour at her Majeſtics Court, that neither Fraxce 
nor England, nor any other Prince or State whatſoeyer, ought to lay any claim 
to the Low Countries, and that ſhe would never ſuffer the King his Maiter to make 
the lealt attempt that way. Upon which Monfeeur de Sully ſent word to his Ma- 
ſter Henry the Fourth, chat notwithflanding the oppoſite ſentiments of the Queen, his 
Majeſty mitht by means of great forces, keep his friends within their own bounds, and 
poſſeſs himſelf of ſuch Territories and Cities in the Low Countries , as ſhould be ze- 
ceſſary 30 joyn France and the United Provinces wholly and inſeparably together. 
which was ({aid he) the 92ly way to reftore France to its Primitive Grandure and g1lo- 
7J, 4nd pitcy it above the reſt of Chriſtendome; for if by any means the Provinces of 
Luxemburg, Juliers, Mark, Mons, Ax, azd Cleves, were once United to France, 
there was no doubt bus the reſt of theCountry would be fors'd to follow their example, be- 
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ing deprived of all communication and correſpondence with the reſt of the world, Sure 
it 1s Fraxce has always inclin'd this way, fince they have obſerved that the 
could not compaſs their deſign by 1ra/y, as the Romans of old ; which Conque 
tho it be the intereſt of all Princes of Exrope to prevent, as much as in them lies ; 
yet it's evident that thele two States who are nearer at hand, and can better do 
it, are the moſt of all concern'd to put a ſtop to the Progreſs of the French in the 
Low Conntries, which would not fail to be attended with diſmal conlequences to 
them, as before mention'd. As for Sp4iz, it is a Body deprived of the uſe of its 
Limbs, and to which nothing remains but that of its Tongue, viz. Topray 
aud entreat its good Friends and Allies not to forfake it. But none can do more 
than England, towards the Preſervation of the Lov Courtries ; and it his Britiſþ 
Majeſty had not promifed to ftand ſtill, Luxemburs would till be in the State 
wherein it was formerly, and a Bone for Fraxce to pick- The Frezch King is fo 
well aware of this, that he takes all the care he can to keep the King of Enez- 
land on his fide, or at leaſt to remain Neuter, in caſe he will not declare himſelf 
for him. To which purpole he ſpares nothing, neither Preſents, Penſions, nor - 
Arts,to keep all ſate on that fide. Burt alas, this Money and thoſe Preſents of 
France are like a Snake hid under Roſe-leaves., This is a Smiling Lip, which 
hereafter will prove a deadly Sting. They are Iron Chains gilded o're to de- 
ceive the Eyes of thoſe who now admires what hereafter they will have occaſion 
to lament, if they do not betimes diſcover the Cheat ofhim who deſigns to en- 
flave them. England {ubſilts by ballancing the Crown of Fraxce and Spain, and 
keeping them in equal poiſe ; wherefore it muſt needs be the Intereſt of that 
Kingdom by all means poffible to prevent the Low Countries from beeoming an 
occaſion to the overweight oft France, leſt by this means it ſhould be incapacita- 
red ro maintain the Balance of Europe for time tocome. For if ever by ill For- 
rune the French King ſhonldmake himſelf Maſter of all the 17 Provinces as tis his 
great Aim, and may eahly be brought to paſs if the States be not ſeconded, what 
condition will Exg/and then bein? France will be ſtronger than they at Sea and 
in the Indies, and conſequently interrupt their Commerce and Navigation, by 
keeping a great Fleet abroad, elpecially in the Channel, ſo that nothing ſhall be 
able to (tir out of the Exg/1/b Havens, but by their leave, and upon the lea(t oc- 
calion the total Conqueſt of Eze/«nd mult needs enſue, and that without Reme- 
dy, there being no body 1n a condition to ſtave off their final Ruia. 

Moreover the true Intereſt of Enz/ax4d is to keep France low, as well to pre« 
{erve the Dominion of the Sea, as to find a favourable occaſion to recover thoſe 
ancient Dominions the French Kixg keeps from them, as are the Dukedoms of 
Britany and Normandy, Poiftou, Languedoc, nay France it ſelf ; for of the Mar- 
riage of the King of Exg/and with Margares Daughter to Philip the Fair, was 
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born Herry the Fifth King of Exgl«nd, who had the ſame Right to Fraxce as the: 
wauphin has to Spain, The Three Sons of?King Philip the Fair, vir. Lewis 
Hutin, Phil:p the Tall, and Charles the Fair, died all without Hue Male: And 
it was not till atter this, whea the King of Erngſand proſecuted his Right to the 
Kingdom of Fr2xce, that the Sa/ict Law was made, upon a Speech of the Biſhop 
.of Beawvaris's in the Allembly of the States,ia which he endeavoured to make out 
from an alluſion to that place of the Goſpel, The £1lites Spin not ; that the Crown 
of France ought not to fall to the Diſtaff. But that Law could rot preſcribe to 
time palt, but oaly to that which was tocome, and conſequently could not inva- 
Jidate the King of Ezg/2»4's Pretenſions. After this, Hewry the Fifth entring 
France with a powertal Army, and having defeated the French in ſeveral Battels, 
Married Ca1hari» Daughter to Charles the Sixth; and ina the Year 1441, it was 
concluded that Henry ſhould be King of France, I/abella alſo who was Queen of 
France, and Mother to Cathari» Queen of Exzg/and, made her laſt Will in Favour 
of her Son in Law, declaring him therein the ſole Heir of all her Eftate and of the 
Crown, which encreales the juſt Pretenſions, and ſtrengthens the Rights of Exe- 
land tothe Kingdom of France. 

Had the French King but half the Pretenſions to Exgl/and, which the King of 
Englend has to France, the World would ſoon hear of nothing but Maxrfets's to 
prove them juft, «s he calls all he does. 

So that the King of Exgl1nd ought upon all eccafions and in all reſpeRs to ſuſ. 
pe Frere, and to beware of him as a moſt dangerous Enemy, who flatrer'd 

and humourd his late Majeft y,only to lull him afleep,that he might play his game 
without being diſturb'd or interrnpted by him, who, whenever it ſhall pleaſe 
him to mind and be true to his own Intereſt, will undoubtedly carry the great- 
eft firoke in the Aﬀeairs of Exrope. | | | 

"Tis therefore wo wonder that King Lewr the Fourteenth, ſpared nothing that 
might ſupply the Neceilities or provide for the Pleaſures of the lare King Charles 
the Second, as Monſieur Barillon,and the Dutcheſs of Poriſmouth can Witneſs, 
Bur I muſt tell you, that the Frezch King confiders no Body, whether Prince or 

rivate Pcrion, any further than as they may be ſervicable to promote his own 
ends; Yea Vertue it {elt is nor eſteemed by him, except it go hand in hag with 
his Interelt. Do but confider what account he made of the Princes and Prixc ſſes 
of Enzland in Cromwelstime ; were they not obliged to leave Fraxce, and to {eek 
for Entertainment elſewhere? And it is notorious that he never contributed a- 
ny thing towards the late Kings Reftauration, till it was paſt his $skill to hinder it. 

So thar upcn the whole, neither the Relertment of the Royal Family, nor the 
Intcre't of England, will allow of ſuch ſtrict Alliances with Fraxce, as might tie 
upthe King of En2iand; hands, and make him an idle SpeQtator, whilit Lewis vhe 
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Great makes himfelf Mafter of the Low Countries ; but on the contrary he muſt 
always be ready to oppole any the leaſt Attempt he ſhall make toward it, ma- 
king uſe in the mean time of the Six Regiments he has in Holland (which the 
States will not deny him-on that account) till ie can ſend ſome other Troops o- 
ver to Flanders, Tam perſwaded that thoſe Six Regiments will be able to male 
Head againit double the number of Frenchmen; and when Ex2/49 ſhall thus he 
pleaſed but to ſhew its Teeth, all Erope will thereby be ſale. Reſiſt the D:11l, 
and he will fly from you; but if you fear hinge will make you his Slaves, France has 
cut out work enough for King James the Second, and the buſinels that he hath 
taken in hands ſo great, that many people fear,and others hope, he*l never com- 
paſsit. *Tis not a time tO alter old Laws, when tie Enemy is at the Gates ; *1< 
not always ſeaſonable for a King to att the Hiſronary, but much more requiſite 
that he ſhew himſelf a brave Soldier and gocd Politician, All the World v-::5 
in expectation of great things from his Majeſty ; his Courage put all Emnrcre 1h 
hopes of an univer{al Relief, and ſome Reſpite for Spai», but how has he fr uſtra. 
ted and betool'd their Hopes, whilſt his {ole Study is to pleaſe the Je/uits, and ty 
kindlea Fire in his own Kingdom, which probably he will never be 2v!e tOquencit 
when he would, as long as he dares not Convene a Free Parliament. 

As Spain became depopulated by the departure of the Meoors,fois France great! 
weaken'd and impoveriſhed by the Dragoon Converſions, and flight of the Proze 
ftants; and the Frexch King would fain ſee Exgland brought to the ſame pats, 
'Tis a high Preſumption co rob God of his Right, *tis to him the Honour of Con 
verting does belong, that work ſurpaſſing the Power and Activity of a Crcea- 
ture, Soleaving that care to God, the King ot Exe/and ought to lay out his En. 
deavours about preſerving his Dominitons from becoming a Prey to that Ambit! 
ous Prince, by obliging him to keep within his own bounds, and not to encroach 
upon his Neighbours Territories ; and in {o doing,the King will make good the 
Hopes and ExpeQation Exrope had conceived of him.

Fter the States of the United Provinces had by their Powerful Arms con- 
A ſtrained Sp4i to acknowledge them a Free State, who owed Allegi- 
ance to none but God alone ; they were for a time the Obje& of their 
Neighbours Admiration and Envy, every one endeavouring to Court 


and make Alliances with this growing State, which began to be leokt upon as 
the Umpire of Exrope : But this higa Reputation of theirs has 'uffer*d a notable 
Eclipſe ſince the War of 1672, when Frarce having, brought tem to the very

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headlong into the Pit he had digged tor them ; neither would he have been miſta- 
ken in his hopes, had not the people given a ſudden and unlookr tor turn to the 
face of Aﬀairs, by declaring the Prince of Orange Stadthouder ; the Providence 
ot Almighty God at the ſame time concurring with Uicir Endeavouts to preſerve 
that {mall Spot of Ground, by confounding aid daunting their Enemies, who af- 
ter the taking of ,Vacrder, were {truck with ſucl. « Pan.ck Fear, that the, ran a- 
way, none purſuing them.

Theſe are the Maxims that ſpeed their Deligns wondertul we ll in ſuck 
States 2$are governed by many Heads, as the Unrted Provinces, which are © 
reat Bar tO the French Kang in his aim of Conquering the Sy23iſb Netherlands, 
who very well knows, that being Maſter of the one, he cannot mils of the other. 
His great bulineſs therefore is,to lull the S; ates ofthe Unized Provinces alleep with 
a Truce, which he will break when he pieales, bcing in hopes that their Forces 
will in the mean time be negletted,in laying out themſelves wholly to propagate 
and encourage Trade and Navigation. For that King 1s well aware,that the S:azes 
being awake and flanding on their Guard, will never conſent to his poſlefiing 
unmſelf of the Spaniſh Netherlands, at leaſt they ought nct to doit, ſince that it 
is the only Bar and Rampart which hinders Fraxce trom overwhelming them, 
which they ought therefore by all means to endeavour to preſerve whole and en- 
tire, as one would his Neighbours Houle from bcing ſet on Fire. What pains did 
not Count a Avanx tale to ſet one Province againſt the other, and to ſow Dj- 
viſions among the Citics of Holand, how bulie was he at Amſterdam ?

Avarx begins now to be known, and 
his Ialtnu1tions not believed, he having but too long impoſed upon the Credulity 
1nd good Nature of many, who now percciving the Cheat, will ſcarcely {ufter 
themſelves to he decoy*d a ſecond time. And as France was diligent to ſow theſe 
Diviſonsand [ealoulies amongſt them at home, {ſo was he no leſs Induſtrious in 
tomenting Differences between En2lazd and them, as knowing, very well that 
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theſe Neighbouring Powers when joy Ho together, are able to give check tohis 
Pride, and ſet bounds to his Ambition. How plcating a fight 1s it to the French 
Kznz to leethem engag'd againſt cach other, and purſuing his Intereſts at ſo valt 
an Expence of their own Liood and TreaF re ? The lait War betweeen tholc 
two States was ſome difference about Matters ot Commerce, and whillt the 
Ang of Enoland w: as Arming, the French K1a2 oiter'd to engage in a Treaty with 
Hellend, on purpoic to amule and divert them trom putting "themſelves in a PO- 
{ture of Fence, as they ſoon aiter perceived ; when Fraxce inltead of conclu- 
dingihc Treaty,hegun with them, declared hamſelf tor Enmeland; and whillt the 
katter Attacked them by Sea, he Invaded their Country with a Puiſſant Army; 
and ſuppoſing the Conquelt of thoſe Provinces indubitable, they had afore-hand 
divided them among themleives, Englzzd being to have tor his ſhare the Ma- 
ritume Places, and Ermnce all the reſt : Umnfterdam oaly proved a Bone of Con- 
cention, and occalion'd lome Ditterence between them, both the one and the 0:
